2. Tile above relaxation for the purpose of assigning higher 
weignt limit in respect of the articulated vehicles the descrip¬ 
tion of which is indicated above, i s given on the basis of follow¬ 
ing conditions :—- 

(1) All the structures on the routes indicated by the State 
Government being unsafe shall be propped or diver¬ 
sion formed to the satisfaction of Departmental En¬ 
gineers. 

(2) All the existing structures within City limit of NH4 
should be propped. Whenever propping is restored 
to, it shad be done with closely packed steel cribs with 
horizontal runners and steel plates so as to ensure 
uniform load transmission. 

(3) Propping of the structures or formation of diversion 
road should be done by the transport at his risk and 
cost and to the satisfaction of the Divisional Engineers 
of tnis Department. 

(4) A representative of Highways and Rural Works Depart¬ 
ment not below the rank of Asstt. Divisional Engineer 
should be taken along during the transit. Piloting 
arrangements should be made by the transporter. 

(5) For assessing the manoeurability of the vehicle, a trial 
run in empty condition should be made after carrying 
out propping of structures. 

(6) The programme of movement of the vehicle should be 
intimated at least ten days In advance to the Divisional 
Engineers concerned and their clearance should be 
obtained. 

(7) In tne event of damages to tnc road crust, proper 
rectification should be carried out by the transporters 
at his risk and cost. 

(8) It should be ensured that no otner vehicle is on the 
structure while this vehicle is moved. 

(9) The maximum axle weight and minimum laden weight 
shall not exceed the limits indicated in tnc schedule. 

(10) The overall length, width, height shall not be more 
than 48.704m, 3.210m, 3.380 m. respectively. 
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(.11) The Highways and Rural Works Department is not 
responsible for any damage that may be sustained 
cither by the said combination or their contents during 
the transit. 

(I?) Toe Company shall be responsible for all damages 
caused to the road and the road structures either 
directly or indirectly due to the movement of the 
vehicles and they shall be liable for all damages as 
assessed by the Highways and Rural Works Depart¬ 
ment- 

(13) The said vehicles snail be moved witoout any hindrance 
to the normal flow of traffic. 

(14) All the necessary' warning signals such red flag in 
the day time and red lights in the night time shall be 
provided to indioftte the extremities of tne vehicles 
clearly. 

(15) The permission granted now shall apply only to the 
portions of the roads lying within the jurisdiction of 


Highways and Rural Works Department and permis¬ 
sion for plying their vehioles over roads and road 
structures vested with the local bodies and other de¬ 
partments in the route if any has, to be obtained by the 
Company from the conoemed authorities- 

(16) This permission shall be valid only for a period of one 
year from the date of issue of this order. 

(17) The giant of this permission to vehioles does not 
prevent the local offioers of Highways and Rural Works 
Department from regulating or stopping the movement 
of these vehicles depending upon the exigencies of the 
situations and having regard to the condition of the 
road and road structures. 

(18) This permission is granted on condition that the peti¬ 
tioner should pay additional tax also for the higher 
weight permitted.
